MEMORANDUM FOR THE HEADS OF 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENTS AND AGENCIES 


In the continuing effort to provide better health for all Americans, 
the National Health Agencies are longtime leaders in the fight 
against wasteful disense and disability. 

It is my annual privilege to endorse the fund-raising campaign 
of the National Health Agencies in the Federal establishment, 
hi some locations, the campaign is being conducted Fall as 
part of a combined appeal. Overseas and in most domestic areas, 
the agencies will solicit members of the Armed Forces and other 
Federal employees independently early in 1966. 

The participation of Federal personnel is valuable support for 
co nti n u a t ion of the voluntary programs of community services 
to patients, information and medical research by these agencies:

President Johnson hu officially authorised and personally endorsed 
the Vational Health Agencies on-the-job eaapaigo anong D. t. Oovernaont 
eupl oyaa s throughout tha United States and overseas. 

Since tha first Satiooal Health Agencies campaign in 1957, thousands 
of Federal enployees and silitarj personnel have helped produce an in* 
creasingly successful record, both in taraa of contributors and aaount 
contributed, a record of generosity ehich aa hope will continue In 196C* . 

Thrau jh the nediun of this reap sign, Hannaanr enploya as and adlitary 
personnel have repeatedly dnaonatrated their ccanunlty responsibility 
and their generosity. 

The 1946 caapaign will be conducted during a six -weak period be’rveen 
January 1 and April 30. The dates of tha period nay vary froa one area to 
a n oth er , depending upon local cireuantancns. Xn the Ha tl onal Capital Area 
and certain other areas, the 1966 reaps 1 pi is Included in tha Gaabiaed Fed* 
eral Caapaign co n cl ud e d during the Fall of 1965. 

Tvelve la ti onal Health Agencies are participating In 1966. However, 
the nuaber ehich are eligible verier from ana area to another, depending 
upon local cireuastances. 

Contributions fron an area go to that area's affiliates of the 
national Health Agencies. Contributors are urged to designate how they 
want their contributions divided. Tha national Health Agencies have 
agreed to divide undesignated funds in proportion to designated contributions. 

Bach contributor is provided vith a sealable envelope in dtidi to 
return his gift, thus guaranteeing absolute privacy. There are no agency 
dollar goals or quotas and no pledges. The goal of the csnpslga is 109X 
participation - a generous voluntary contribution fron e very o ne. 

Within the United lutes, the Ha tl anal Health Agencies caapa ign is 
conducted at the com tine as the la tarns clonal Service Agencies caapaign. 
Although they share the sans caapaign period, the too drives are othervise 
entirely separate froa one another. 

Tha Rational Health Agencies solicit funds in order to serve all of 
us. In this context. Free 1 dent Johnson said: "These voluntary organisations 
are expanding their prograas for reducing and eventually conquering sany of 
the diseases and disabilities that afflict eankind. With each nodical 
advance, our children and our children's Children are assured of longer, 
healthier lives -^an objective ehich all of us support. 
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
